the airmail stamps has 
been made temporarily by 
the postal authorities, ac- 
cording to a communica- 
tion, August 12, received by this cor- 
respondent from the Director of 
Posts. The communication reads in 
rt: “The Bureau of Posts tempo- 
rarily withdrew surcharged air mail 
stamps from sale for the purpose of 
preventing their use for ordinary 
mail matter. There is nothing definite 
as to when said stamps will be perma- 
nently withdrawn from sale, or they 
may be returned to circulation.” 
While the Bureau of Posts didn’t 
make any press release to this effect, 
the fact that the 8 and 20-centavo 
“values of the new air mails were run- 
# ning low prompted the postal authori- 
‘ties to make the abrupt movement, 
‘it was learned from informed quar- 
ters 











The new airmail stamps which 
were placed on sale by the Bureau of 
Posts on June 30, are acceptable for 
air mail matter only, it was officially 
announced on July 21.

It was a photograph of Dr. Ri- 
zal taken from the original negative, 
the picture having been taken in 1890 
while Rizal was in. Madrid.

“The Bank Note Issues of United 
States Stamps, 1870-1893” compiled 
by Lester G. Brookman, is the title 
of the latest American Philatelic So- 
ciety handbook, a copy of which has 
just come to hand. 

It is most probable that the issues 
discussed in this booklet have been the 
most widely studied of any U. S. 
stamps and well they might hold that 
distinction because of the fact that 
the stamps embraced are principally 
those of the issues of the 70’s and 
80’s which were printed by three dif- 
ferent printers from the same plates 
in many instances. 

To determine in all cases just which 
printers may have printed any cer- 
tain stamp is admitted by the best 
students to be almost an impossible 
accomplishment, yet it is generally ac- 
cepted and recognized that certain 
stamps, bearing certain identifying 
characteristics, either secret marks or 
of a particular quality of paper or 
shade of ink are of a certain printing. 
It is these facts that have made this 
series of stamps the greatest field for 
study and Mr. Brookman has put to- 
gether a number of known facts, to- 
gether with his own theories concern- 
ing the stamps, all of which make in- 
teresting study for the student and 
provide ample instruction for the col- 
lector who wishes to broaden his 
knowledge of these issues.

Care- 
ful guidance in a competitive manner, 
good and interesting reading material 
and a bountiful share of advertising 
ads will readily prove the realization 
of any magazine publisher’s horn ,of 
plenty. A publication has a soul cre- 
ated by a sort of amelioration be- 
tween both the magazine represeni::- 
tion and the public. The man who does 
not mind his own business usually 
wants to tell the other fellow how to 
run his affairs. Fault, thank goodness, 
can be found with almost anything in 
this old world, and the stamp dealer 
and stamp magazine are not above re- 
proach. Trying one’s best is probably 
the correct antidote. The stamp sea- 
son has begun, and while most of us 
have gone quietly through a weari- 
some Summer, there already are in- 
dications that the beginning of a 
promise for better business seems in 
sight. If you have something to buy 
or sell, let the folks in the backroom 
know about it, and the only way to 
blow your horn is by advertising in a 
media worth the effort. There are no 
sour notes in the Linn call for better 
business to its thousands of readers 
all over the country. Sound the note, 
and note the sound returns!

The F.D.R. Library

“The Franklin D. Roosevelt Library 
is the fulfillment of President Roose- 
velt’s desire to preserve for future 
generations the papers, books, and 
other historical material acquired by 
him during a life-time of public serv- 
ice. His offer of this material to the 
Nation, and of a site for a building to 
shelter it, was accepted and the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Library was 
established as an agency of the 
United States government by a joint 
resolution of Congress approved July 
18, 1939. The Library is located on 
the New York-Albany Post Road in 
the town of Hyde Park, in Dutchess 
County, N.Y.” 

Thus reads the pamphlet handed 
me on August 18th last as I entered 
the Dutch-styled library at Hyde Park 
the upkeep of which, incidentally, is 
offset by a 25c admission fee plus the 
yield of a fine corn crop that the 
President is raising near by. The place 
itself was very picturesque and the 
four or five exhibition rooms con- 
tained priceless gifts presented to Mr. 
Roosevelt by his admirers and friends. 
There was.a whole room of ship 
models and naval literature (the Pres- 
ident’s first love), a hall of paintings 
and a room containing Woodrow Wil- 
son’s desk of World War fame. An- 
other housed such items as letters 
from the English King and Queen, 
Pope Pius and Chiang Kai Shek, coins 
dating back to 1790, a tiny solid gold 
boxing glove inscribed, “To the 
Champ—1940”, Swedish glassware 
with its characteristic bluish tinge 
valued at an enormous figure, and 
books in all sorts of bindings and all 
languages including many from South 
America, Regarding the latter, it was 
evident that one of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
favorites is the book, “Franklin D. 
Roosevelt” by the international biog- 
rapher Emil Ludwig. At least five 
copies of this work were on hand. 
And these are only a few of the 
treasures at the Library. What will 
interest you most as a stamp col- 
lector is a showcase of postage 
stamps. All were given to the Presi- 
dent by leading political figures of 
other nations and I shall attempt to 
list them as hastily recorded by me 
at Hyde Park. 

President Getulio Vargas of Bra- 
zil sent along an album sheet of the 
Pan-American Union stamps, *A163. 
Scott lists that issue as printed only 
in slate blue but the display included 
about 25 stamps in all the colors of 
the rainbow. It’s probably what might 
be called an official specimen or spe- 











cial issue though there was no over- 


print of any sort in evidence. If you 
are interested, the stamps were neatly 
mounted on black mats. Nicaragua’s 
President Somoza was represented by 
an album of the Will Rogers issue of 
1939,.¥AP14-AP18. Also present were 
China *304-307, issued by Chiang Kai 
Shek and his Chungking government 
in honor of the 150th anniversary of 
our Constitution two years ago. In 
addition a 100-stamp sheet of Russia 
¥A318, a page of ordinary French 
general postage and a Nicaraguan 
souvenir sheet picturing Somoza and 
not recognized by Scott were on ex- 
hibition. As you can see, the stamps 
are not particularly rare but in view 
of their manner of presentation to 
President Roosevelt they have taken 
on added significance and are more 
than mere stamps. Call them symbols 
of solidarity or envoys of good will 
if you wish. 

The Library is really remarkable in 
every way and I have not even 
scratched the surface in my descrip- 
tion here. It is to be regretted that 
previous presidents have not had the 
foresight to erect a similar building 
housing their personal papers and 
items relating to their public life and 
era for all students of government to 
see. Need I suggest that you too go 
up to Hyde Park some week-end and 
see for yourself? It’s only 100 miles 
or so from New York City proper and 
well worth while. The Library is 
open from 10 to 5 every day except 
Monday.

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ETIQUETTES

Air mail labels appeal alike to the 
poster stamp collector and the philate- 
list for they are intimately connected 
with air mail covers and stamps. The 
first airmail label or etiquette as they 
are sometimes called, was issued in 
France in 1918 for use on the Paris 
St. Nazaire service inaugurated on 
August 17. It read “Par Avion” and 
was printed in black on dark red pa- 
per in imperforate sheets. Holland, 
Sweden, Great Britain, and Denmark 
made their first issues in 1920 and now 
practically every country uses them. 
The common color as recommended 
by the Postal Union Congress in 1922 
is blue which does not refer to the 
United States or many South Ameri- 
can countries. 

As some countries do not have spe- 
cial air mail stamps, etiquettes are 
particularly advisable when air trans- 





port is desired. They dress up a cover 
and make sorting easier for the mail 
clerk. They appear in different lan- 
guages, some even being bilingual, 
however “Par Avion” is most common 
in English speaking countries and 
“Correo Aereo” in Spanish countries. 

In 1932 Mozambique issued etiquet- 
tes which performed a dual task for 
they not only routed the letters for 
transit by air, but also formed a re- 
ceipt for the air fee paid over the 
counter. 

While early methods of: production 
of etiquettes varied, the first Hong 
Kong issues were produced by hecto- 
graph and are amongst the crudest 
known, while some recent issues were 
printed at the penitentiary. 

Etiquette collecting had a distinct 
advantage over stamp collecting for 
quite often these labels are given 
away. The special appeal to the U. S. 
collector is the patriotic colors used in 
our etiquettes which make an attrac- 
tive page in the album. The airlines is- 
sue these labels for free distribution. 





The usual wording is “Air Mail, 
morrow’s Mail Today”, and they 
often shaped like an arrow. An 
plane is frequently pictured on ¢ 
label. A New England airline 
omitted the red in its etiquette 
substituted orange. 

Labels may be bought at a’ stati 
ers in a booklet form for conveniey 
use, hotels sometimes furnish them tg — 
their guests, and they may be gives” 
away with a box of stationery. The © 
U. S. post office gives some away,
